A BATTLE AT BRAY. 
(By SHERLEY McEGILL.) 


OWADAYS smuggling in Ireland 
may be said to ‘be comparatively 
innocuous. Some years ago there were 
wonderful tales floating around ‘concerning 
ships from the Continent landing sugar 
as cement, and of lorries and motor cars 
crossing the land frontier at night from 
Northern Ireland loaded with sugar and 
tobacco. Such contraband could not 
possibly get into the Free State at the 
present time. Occasionally passengers 
from Great Britain and Northern Ireland 
manage to smuggle ‘various articles of 
wearing apparel by assuring the Customs 
officers that they have nothing to declare ; 
but the passengers who are caught in such 
attempts have to pay treble the duty-paid 
value of the articles or, perhaps, they are 
fined £100. These heavy penalties com- 
pensate the State for the contraband 
carriers who are not detected. 

However, in the eighteenth century the 
Irish Commissioners of Customs were 
forced to deal with smuggling on an 
immense scale. The smugglers in those 
days were men of great daring. Their 
ships carried guns, and they did not 
scruple to show fight when chased by the 
preventive vessels. 


“JACK THE BACHELOR” 


One of the most notorious of these Irish 
free traders was John Connor. Better 
known as ‘‘ Jack the Bachelor,’’ he com- 
manded a small squadron of four 
sinuggling ships. They usually made four 
voyages to Dunkirk every year. His 
squadron was described as consisting of 
““a small cutter, carrying six carriage- 
guns, swivels and small arms; 
two large cutters with eight carriage-guns 
each, swivels, etc.; a large 
achooner-rigged wherry with six carriage- 
guns, etc. 

‘ Jack the Bachelor ’’ and his men did 
not hesitate to use these guns. On one 
occasion he captured and: plundered the 
Pelham cutter at Beaumaris. He also 
attacked the King’s Barge in Dundrum 
sav and murdered a revenue officer. This 
unscrupulous smuggler was a _ young, 

low-set fellow, with a small stoppage in 
his speech. 

The English and Irish smugglers in 
those spacious days were brave, but un- 
principled scoundrels.

HUGE SEIZURES. 

The seizures of tobacco made by the 
authorities before, and subsequent to, the 
Act of Union, give some indication of the 
enormous extent of the contraband traffic. 
In 1790 the quantity seized was 
208 981 ibs. and this increased to 
306.292 Ibs. in the following vear. In 
1792 the quantity captured was 233,054 Ibs. 
In the succeeding years the seizures 
gradually -dwindled to 606 Ibs. in 1797;

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again became active, and large seizures 
were made in 1803 and 1804, the quanti- 
ties being 239,955 Ibs. 
respectively. A slump followed, and in 
1809 the quantity seized fell to 15,196 Ibs. 
However, it is a well-known historic fact 
that in this year and for the ten succeed- 
ing years enormous quantities of tobacco 
were landed on the south and west coasts 
of Ireland. The . average quantity 
smuggled annually has been estimated to 
be at least 6,000,000 lbs. The Customs 
officers were either careless or in league 
with the smugglers. In 1819 there was a 
big: increase in the seizures made—viz., 
201.239 lbs.: and in the following year 
there was the extraordinary capture of 
883.971 lbs. These captures followed 
immediately on the establishment of the 
Coastguard. The fact that the rewards 
granted to the officers who made seizures 
of smuggled goods were substantially 
increased may also have been responsible 
for the activity of the preventive forces.

The smugglers were not daunted. They 
were actively supported by the people, and 
they had customers all over the country 
who did not believe in paying duty to His 
Majesty’s Exchequer. In 1820 there was 
a large run in the neighbourhood of Bray. 
The Coastguards were attacked by several 
hundreds of the country people. How- 
ever, it appears that, under the command 
of Lieutenant Neame, they successfully 
‘ beat off the rioters, killing and wound- 
ing forty or fifty of them, and captured 
forty bales tobacco, fourteen horses and 
carts. and nine men, seven of whom were 
convicted and transported.” 

The stringent preventive measures taken 
by the authorities undoubtedly harassed 
the smugglers and compelled them to 
adopt new measures. It was no longer 
considered expedient to offer resistance to 
the armed forces of the Crown. The 
smugglers resorted to subterfuge. Many 
of the vessels engaged in the contraband 
traffic were specially constructed for the 
concealment of smuggled goods. For 
instance, in May, 1822, a Customs officer, 
when rummaging the Badajos at Kilrush, 
discovered that she was really ' two 
vessels, completely one within the other.”’ 
Other vessels were found to have false 
bowsprits, false masts, false bottoms and 
false sterns. In one case tubes of spirits 
were detected in the hollowed masts and 
bowsprit of a vessel. The Irish officers 
made a surprising capture of contraband 
when examining a cargo oí timber. 
Planks and large pieces of wood were dis- 
covered to be hollow and to contain silk, 
lace and tobacco. Casks of spirits were 
also found concealed in packages of wool 
and barrels of salt. In 1833 when some 
bales of cotton were being discharged at 
Belfast the officers accidentally discovered 
that every bale contained a package of 
tobacco. 

The many successful captures of contra- 
band made by the authorities soon made 
smuggling a very unprofitable profession. 
The last big run from the Continent took 
place in 1854. It appears that on March 
2nd. 1854, the Customs authorities in 
Dublin were warned that the Mutine, of 
Cherbourg, was bound for Ireland. The 
Constabulary and the Coastguards kept a 
close watch on the coast. The police cap- 
tured seventeen bales of tobacco near 
Baldoyle, and a subsequent search of 
Rocky Island resulted in the seizure of 
105 bales of tobacco.

An Irish-American View. 


A friend in Chicago writes as follows :— 
“There has been little here since I wrote 
to you, if we except the visits of Cosgrave 
and de Valera. The reception accorded 
to the former was, in my opinion, unique, 
It was, in fact, the greatest tribute of 
recognition and friendship to Ireland and 
her cause by the United States in the 
history of the two countries. Even 
Parnell, great and magnetic as he was, 
did not receive quite so imouressive a 
reception when he came out here years 
ago. 

“I must admit, however, that Cosgrave 
had the advantage of representing a 
nation, while Parnell represented only a 
conquered and subject people, pathetically 
struggling for its rights. Unfortunately, 
I was unable to be at any of the functions 
in Cosgrave’s honour here in Chicago, 
being laid up by a severe accident, from 
which I am now recovered. thank the 
Lord. 


The Other Side. 


“Right on Cosgrave’s heels de Valera 
has arrived. He came, he saw, he de- 
parted. I do not know which of the 
sections you are with, or whether you are 
with any; but I do hope that you find in 
the present conditions in the old land 
something that at least gives promise of 
a full measure of permanent improvement 
now, and the hope for a national love of 
liberty and happiness for the future. 

“The de Valera faction in this city 1s 
more or less moribund, but there 1s 
enough body to furnish an example of 
virulent intolerance and narrow and 
vindictive hatred of everybody who does 
not agree with their views. It was never 
excelled by Orangeism in its palmiest con- 
dition in the North of Ireland.” 


Floating Mines. 


A propos of a Scottish drifter’s recent 
‘* catch ” of a mine off the Donegal coast, 
a captain in the Mercantile Marine tells 
me that the Admiralty makes an award 
for sinking or destroying a mine “‘ in the 
territorial waters of the United Kingdom 
and Irish Free State.’’ 

Merchant vessels and fishing vessels are 
explicitly warned not to attempt to salve 
mines. If they cannot destroy or sink 
them they should report their position to 
any of H.M. ships or to a fishery protec- 
tion vessel or a coastguard station at the 
first opportunity. No award is, however, 
payable for reporting a drifting mine. 


Society Ranchers. 


Tf the Prince of Wales did not start the 
fashion for ranches, he certainly gave it 
an impetus when he acquired the one at 
Alberta, in Canada, of which a diorama— 
just seen and “' passed ” by the Prince—is 
to be shown at the British Industries Fair. 
The number of well-known people taking 
up farming abroad is growing. 

Lord and Lady Rodney have a ranch also 
in Alberta, near Saskatchewan, which !s 
flourishing under their energetic supervis- 
ion. Both these hard-working “ ranchers ”’ 
are kept fully employed, he in _ looking 
after the land, and she in managing the 
house and their four bonny children. They 
are in London now for a few months’ 
holiday. 


A Clerical Bibliophile.

Apparently the ear 
of the public, and its purse, were being 
too distracted by the different founts of 
melody to be of profit to either party, 
so the “leader’’ of one took aside the 
‘leader ’’ of the other, and after a quiet 
chat, during which something changed 
hands, the second party retired for re- 
freshment for half-an-hour or so.

A very interesting letter comes to me 
about Mr. “ Eddy '” Burne, as my corre- 
spondent insists on calling him. He 
refuses his assent to the statement that 
the late Gerald Byrne defended the 
‘‘Invincibles,’’ and savs that he has 
spoken to some of them when released 
from their term of imprisonment. 

He adds, however, one name to those 
whom Mr. “ Eddy’ Burne has repre- 
sented as their solicitor. The trial, which 
was for the client’s life, will not be found 
in the general law reports. The tribunal 
was, under the Defence of the Realm Act, 
a court-martial, as was natural when the 
date is given as 1916. 

The prisoner before the tribunal was 
Mr. John MacNeill, who had been from 
the date of their formation the head of 
the “ National Volunteers.’” The leading 
counsel retained by Mr. Burne for his 
defence was the manliest member of the 
Irish Bar, as all his colleagues of the day 
would at once admit, Mr. James 
Chambers, K.C., who sat in the Imperial 
Parliament at the time as one of the 
members for Belfast; and one of the wit- 
nesses produced for the defence was Mr. 
James Creed Meredith, a junior barrister, 
who is to-day Mr. Justice Meredith.

Irish Writer's New Home. 


Mr. Patrick MacGill, who, after a long 
struggle against adverse circumstances, has 
for some years been definitely one of the 
leading stars in the Irish literary 
firmament, is about to leave his present 
residence at Hendon, near London, and 
reside in Switzerland. 

Mr. MacGill, who is a native of 
Donegal, received his early education at an 
Trish mountain school, and at the age of 
twelve was set to work on a farm. He was 
in turn byre-man, drainer, potato-digger, 
surface-man and navvy, and it was the 
lastznamed occupation which, on his first 
appearance as a writer, gave him his 
soubriquet of the “ Navvy Poet.”’ 

His poems attracted much attention, 
and: at the age of 21 he obtained an 
appointment on a London newspaper, but 
afterwards found greater pleasure in 
voluntary literary work. His wife has 
also high literary gifts, and she took 
charge of. her husband’s work at home 
during his war service. It is typical of 
Mr. MacGill that he should confess in 
“Who's Who “ that his favourite recrea- 
tions are ‘‘ telling stories to his wife,” 
‘“‘ watching spiders’’ and “ mowing Irish 
meadows.’’

The appointment of Sir William Tyrrell 
to succeed Lord Crewe as Ambassador in 
Paris of the Court of St. James, has led 
many of our friends to ask within the past 
few days what salary is attached to the 
post. 

In a copy of Paris-Midi I read: The 
annual salary of the British Ambassador 
in Paris is £2,500, with an allowance of

An Erratic: Dublin Actor. 


_To the great majority of students of the 
eighteenth ceiatury drama, the name of 
Francis Gentleman will be unfamiliar ; 
but, im his lifetime, he was as well-known 
te playgoers as. any of the stage celebrities 
of to-day. Not that he was remarkable 
for any outstanding merit in his imper- 
sonations, but he was a querulous, erratic 
being, who, thaugh blessed with plenty of 
talent, was always “ pulling the devil by 
the tail,” and finding it impossible to 
keep out of debt. 

Born in Dablin in 1728, he was 
educated at a school in Digges street, 
where Mossop and Dexter were pupils at 
the same time. Though early smitten 
with an itch for the stage, he enlisted at 
an unusually early age, and, when only 
fifteen, secured a commission in his 
father’s regimemt. 


Garrick’s Friend. 


In early life he had toured all the lead- 
ing Enghsh, Scottish and Irish cities. 
with the best-known travelling companies 
of the time, and formed friendships with 
men like Garrick, Charles Macklin. 
Samuel Foote, and James Boswell. But. 
utifortunately for himself, he did not 
retain them. Prodggality and high-living 
threw him “on the rocks,” not once, but 
often, and Garrick, whom he was never 
timid about libelling, invariably came to 
his rescue. 

He tried his hand several times at 
tragedies and comedies which never 
caught on, and his fawning and obse- 
quious practice of dedicating them to 
notabilities drove Garrick to write a 
ara In which he styled him, ‘a 

irty, dedicating knave.’’ The last six 
years of his hfe were passed in distress in 
his native city. 


A Stage Fashion. 


An Australian newspaper just received, 
writes «x correspondent, shows how many 
of the oldest Irish residents in that far-off 
Dominion treasure the memory of the late 
Tom Nerney, the famous Dublin comedian, 
who died at a ripe old age a few months 
ago. Some interesting letters appear from 
residents there, recalling their early recol- 
lections of Nerney’s successes.in the Harle- 
quinade in the pantomimes produced in the 
old Queen’s, and particularly his imita- 
tions of Squire Bancroft, who for a time 
belonged to the stock company at the 
Queen’s and Theatre heral Nerney’s 
favourite réle was as Harvey Duff, the 
police spy, in “ The Shanghraun,’’ and it 
was he who was the first exponent of the 
part to introduce into it the limp which 
made his impersonation so remarkably 
effective. It was due to a stage accident 
one night, when he badly injured his legs 
in jumping through a trap-door behind the 
scenes, with no one to catch him. The 
tendon of the hurt limb contracted, and 
led to Nerney setting a stage fashion 
which henceforward characterised old 
Irish drama.

SHAKESPEARE PLAYS AT 
GAIETY THEATRE. 


MR. DORAN'S COMPANY IN 
** JULIUS CAESAR.”’ 


Having devoted their opening na we at the 
Gaiety Theatre, Dublin, to the production of 
“The Cardinal,” a play dealing with 
sixteenth century Italian life, Mr. Charles 
Doran’s company reverted to Shakespeare 
last night, and presented “Julius Cesar.”’ 
The attendance might have been larger, but 
the house enjoyed a robust performance of 
the great Roman tragedy. 

The play was well cast. Mr. Doran, as 
Mark Antony, had his big moments in the 
funeral oration over Czsars corpse. With a 
well-trained mob the effect secured here was 
very stirring, and the actor received many 
recalls. Mr. R. Eric Lee was a transparently 
honest Brutus, “ He only in a general 
honest thought and common good to all made 
one of them.” He was convincing in the 
orchard scene with the conspirators, and later 
in the scene with his wife, Portia—played 
with winning dignity by Miss Dorothy 
Francis. Mr. Norman Hoult caught the 
spirit of Cassius. One felt that here was a 
character better fitted for a _ conspirator. 
Edward J. Wood was an impressive figure 
as Cesar, and declaimed his lines well. Mr. 
Christian Morrow in the dual parts, Casca 
and Mesala, was good, as were also Donald 
Layne-Smith as Trebonius, Harold Staines as 
Metellus Cimber, and Strato; Edward J. 
Rees in tho parts of Popilius Lena and 
Claudius; and Miss Greta Rowell as Cal- 
purnia. The diction of the whole company 
was very good—every word coming clearly 
across, but there was a tendency in virtually 
every case to raise the voice too loudly—a 
failing that showed itself even in the 
moments when the story suggested that the 
conspirators were at their secret plotting, 
and when secrets should not be shouted from 
the housetops.

what is called the ‘‘ flapper vote,” she said.

RAILWAY CHARGES 


IN FREE STATE. 


CONFERENCE TO REPORT 
TO TRIBUNAL. 


—FHI 
TRANSPORT OF FARMING 
REQUISITES, 


a & —— — 


In the City Hail, Dublin, yesterday 
morning the Irish Railway Tribunal 
resumed consideration of the estimates of 
revenue from passenger and merchandise 
train traffic for '“ A ” year (the first in 
which standard charges will be in opera- 
tion), as submitted by the Great Southern 
Railways Company. 

Mr. Philip McNulty, giving evidence on 
behalf of the Free State Department of 
Agriculture, said that any attempt to 
impose on Sriculture a portion of the 
loss of revenue that would result from the 
cutting of fares would be unjust, as it 
could only be effected by raising to unbear. 
able figures the cost of rail transport of 
manures, feeding-stuffs and farming 
requisites generally, as well as the convey- 
ance cost of live-stock, butter, eggs, baco 
and other farm products. . 

Mr. Kelly, for the Railways Company, 
intimated that it was the intention to 
withdraw the schedule of standard charges 
already submitted to the Tribunal. The 
substituted document would be based on 
the proposal that there were to be no in- 
creased charges, save in so far as 
such charges were necessary to produce 
standardisation. 

It was decided to hold a conference 
between the company, the interested 
parties, and the representatives of the 
Free State Minister, and to report back 
to the Tribunal to-morrow morning. 


LIVE STOCK INDUSTRY. 


MARKETING OF PRODUCE IN 
GREAT BRITAIN. 


Giving evidence on behalf of the Free State 
Department of Agriculture, Mr. McNulty 
said that the figures containéd in the Great 
Southern Railways Company's statement 
TR2, submitted io the Tribunal, showed. that 
on the average for the years 1911-12-13 goods 
train traffic contributed 52.29 per cent. of the 
total traffic receipts, and passenger train 
trafic contributed 47.71 per cent.; also that 
for “A” year it was proposed by the com- 
pany that goods train traffic should provide 
61.24 of the estimated goods traffic receipts, 
and passenger train traffic should contribute 
only 38.76 per cent. 

The increase of almost 9 per cent. in the 
proportion of gross revenue that the railway 
company proposed should be allotted to met- 
chandise trade traffic and the reduction, corre- 
spondingly, of the proportion of gross revenue 
that passenger train traffic was to be called 
upon to provide, would operate most unfairly 
against’ the agricultural interests of the 
country. Farming and stock-raising were the 
main sources of the national wealth of the 
Free State (being estimated at 80 per cent. 
of the whole), and it was at the expense of 
these industries chiefly that train travellers 
carried at less their normal fares would be 
benefited. 


MOTOR COMPETITION. 

Possibly the favourable consideration shown 
for passenger train traffic was attributable 
partly to road motor competition, and the 
intention of the company to cut down rail- 
way fares so as to retain existing, or. regain 
lost, passenger traffic. While such a policy 
was vnobjectionable in itself, any attempt 
to impose on agriculture a portion of the 
loss of revenue that would result from the 
cutting of iares would be unjust, as it could 
only be effected by raising to unbearable 
figures the cost of rail transport of manures, 
feeding-stuffs and farming requisites gene- 
rally, as well as the conveyance cost of live- 
stock, butter, eggs, bacon and other farm 
products. 

It was stated at a meeting of the National 
Executive of the Farmers’ Union in Dublin 
last Thursday that all were agreed that the 
farming industry was at a very low ebb. 
The actual offical index number of agricul- 
tural prices in the Saorstat, published in the 
February issue of the Irish Trade Journal, 
was 31.9 per cent. over the average of the 
vears 1911-12-13. Unless farming and stock- 
raising could be carried on profitably there 
was little prospect of appreciable develop- 
ment, either by intensive or extensive means. 

The railway company: itself apparently 
recognised that the standard conveyance 
charges that it had submitted for considera- 
tion could not be borne by a large propor- 
tion of the goods traffic that it: hoped to 
carry as would be seen by the figures in 
Table 3, which showed that it was anticipated 
that considerably more than one-half of the 
total merchandise traffic receipts in “AA” 
year should be derived from rates appreciably 
less than the standard rates. t was a 
matter of common knowledge that in the past 
most of the railway companies conveyed 
portion of their mercharidise traffic at less 
than the ordinary class rates; but there were 
no figures before the Tribunal to enable com- 
parison to be made in regard to the matter 
as between past conditions and those that 
were being reckoned on in the ‘‘A’’ year. 

There should be made available by the 
railway company for the consideration of the 
Tribunal and interested users of the railways 
a statement showing the amounts raised 
under— 

1—Ordinary class rates, and 

2—Exceptionai rates charged on the traffic 
for the average of tne years 1911-12-13. 

It would probably be found in practice 
that any standard rates fixed under the 
Railways Act of 1924 would in practice be 
applicable to a very limited extent only as 
actual working rates, and that their chief 
use would be for the purpose of arranging 
exceptional rates within the linnts laid down 
by the Act. 

STANDARD FATES. 

The Great Southern standarderates, when 
fixed, would probably be a factor in .the 
building up of through cross-Channel rates, 
and if pitched on a high level would have 
a very serious effect on the marketing of 
Saorstat produce in Great Britain. 

The Department of Agriculture had for the 
past three. years been administering Acts 
passed by the Oireachtas for the develop. 
ment and improvement of the live stock, 
dairying and egg industries, and he might 
assume that at the moment legislation was in 
preparation for the control and supervision 
of the export of pork. The measures which 
had been put into operation had shown, 
beyond question, that State control and assist- 
ance, working side by side with the co- 
operation of farmers, .had effected very great 
improvemeuts in the industries named. 

ft was confidently expected that, with the 
steady improvement in the quality of our live 
stock, butter, eggs, pork and seed potatoes, 
and with the enhanced reputation which they 
should acquire, there would be an increased 
demand, with consequent increased volume 
of this traffic, to the advantage, among 
others, of the Great Southern Railways Com- 
pany. No one would object to the company 
getting their legitimate share in the increased 
wealth so produced; but it should be borne 
in mind that the farmers were the main 
factors in securing the improvements referred 
to, and it would be regrettable and tending 
to discourage further efforts at improvement 
if the benefits so produced were diverted to 
purposes which were not in any way 
associated with the labours and sacrifices 
undertaken by the farming community. 


STANDARDISATION. 

Mr. Kelly, for the Great Southern Railways 
Company, intimated that it was the inten- 
tion to withdraw the schedule of standard 
charges already submitted to the Tribunal, 
and he stated that the substituted document 
would be based on the proposal that there 
were to be no increased charges, save in so 
far as such charges were necessary to produce 
standardisation. 

Mr. Ingram, for the Free State Depart- 
ment of Industry and Commerce, said that 
the position which had arisen might be 
summarised as follows:—The railway com- 
pany’s submission of a schedule of standard 
charges designed to yield less than standard 
revenue, was, in the opinion of the Minister, 
a tacit} admission that it would not 
be practicable, nor in the company’s and, 
presumably, in the public interest, that 
standard revenue should be attained in the 
“A" year. That principle having, he con- 
tended, been admitted by the company, it 
was for the Tribunal to decide whether the 
amount the company had estimated as the 
yield of the submitted charges was a reason-

with Section sá of the Railways Act. 

Accepting the concrete figures as correct, 
the amount which it was estimated would in 
“AA” year result from the application of 
the standard charges was £4, 153,000. When 
from this was deducted the expenditure 
allowed by the tribunal, namely £5,440,700, 
the resultant figure was £712,300. That 
was the difference between the expenditure 
allowed by the Tribunal and the amount the 
company estimate they would get under the 
standard charges. Add to that the income 
from other sources, namely, £311,190, and 
they would arrive at the net revenue figure 
of £1,023,490. This amount would enable 
the company, if the directors so desired, to 
pay up to almost 4 per cent. on the Ordinary 
Stock. 

THE RAILWAY ACT. 

As stated by Mr. Keogh, general manager, 
the deficiency in the income for the three 
years ended December 31, 1927, in order to 
pay one per cent. on the Ordinary Stock, 
amounted to the HE sum of £776,000. It 
was now for the Tribunal to decide whether, 
in all the circumstances, this great and 
sudden improvement in the financial posi- 
tion of the company was justifiable in the 
“AA” year, and was in accordance with. the 
terms of the Railway Act. If the Tribunal 
decided that the standard charges should be 
fixed to bring in a net revenue to enable 
the company to pay less than almost 4 per 
cent. on the Ordinary Stock, which would 
be the result of their submitted estimate ; 
and if the Tribunal decided that in the 
public interest, and in order to comply with 
the terms of the Railways Act, the yield 
should be sufficient to pay one, two or two 
and a half per cent. on the Ordinary Stock, 
then it was suggested that the difference be- 
tween the amount fixed by the Tribunal was 
that which standard charges should yield in 
the “A” year, and the amount submitted 
by the company should be deducted from the 
estimated revenue for goods train traffic. 
The effect of these deductioris, if one 
per cent. were decided on, would be 
to reduce the company’s figure by 
approximately £228,000; if two per 
cent.,. the approximate figure would 
be £150,000; if 24 per cent., £112,000; and 
if 3 per cent. it would be £75,000. 


COST OF PASSENGER TRAFFIC. 

Although counsel for the railway company 
had declined to admit that there was any 
substance in the Minister's representation 
that goods train traffic was apparently being 
called upon to bear an undue proportion of 
the estimated revenue, it was significant that 
Mr. Elliott, in his evidence the previous day, 
stated that steps were being taken to reduce 
the cost of operating passenger traffic, and 
that the company hoped by these methods to 
get nearer to the relative position whicli ob- 
tained in the years 1911-12-15. It was 
reasonable, therefore, he suggested, to 
assume that the cost of working passenger 
traffic would be reducéd in future.. This 
should assist to restore the contribution from 
this particular class of traffic to a figure more 
in accord with what obtained in the base 
years, and should be reflected in the return 
from the proportion which goods train traffic 
was, according to the company’s estimate, 
expected to contribute. “This reduction 
could be effected in the manner that he hi: 
indicated, and he urged on the Tribunal ¢h>t 
that was the course they should pursue. It 
would be necessary to scrutinise the com- 
pany’s figures in detail, so as to discover 
their effect on the different traffics. 

Mr. Phelps, K.C., for the railway com- 
pany, said that.he agreed with a great deal 
of what Mr. Ingram had said, but he be- 
lieved that, with the co-operation of the 
various representatives present, they would 
arrive at a satisfactory solution. 

Judge O’Brien said that co-operation 
between the company, the parties interested, 
and the representatives of the Minister had 
already effected an immense amount of good. 


THE TRADING INTERESTS. 

Mr. Phelps said that it was as much in the 
interests of the country that this great carry. 
ing company should be kept in a proper and 
fit condition to do its part of the work, as 
it was that the trading interests should be 
kept in a condition to carry out their work. 
The company came forward with figures 
showing that in 1927 their gross takings were 
just over four millions, and on the schedule 
of charges put forward the only increase 
asked for was £153,000, and that was based 
on a ter volume of traffic. It was sug- 
ges that if they were able to spend this 
money on dividends they would be doing 
something that appeared to be extravagant. 
The company, he reminded them, had 
seriously de Jeted its reserves, and these 
must be built up to what they were. If 
the Tribunal gave them a fair chance, this 

reat company would be able to get on its 
ae and would maintain itself in a fit con- 
dition to carry on.

OVERCROWDING PIGS. 
ee 
INTERESTING CASE AT 
ARKLOW. 

At Arklow District Court, Thomas Darcy 
and Albert Archer, of Greystones, were 
charged by Superintendent Meehan with 
cruelty to pigs, by over-loading in lorries, 
Guard Crowe, Arklow, said that he saw 
a lorry approaching Main street on February 
5th last and questioned the driver, Thomas 
Darcy, as to the number of pigs in the 
lorry. Defendant told him that there were 
fifty pigs in the lorry. Witness told him that 
he had too many pigs in the car. The pigs 
were about ten weeks old. On the same date 
witness stopped “the lorry driven by Archer 
and questioned him as to the number of 
pigs he had in the lorry. He said that he 
did not know, that he was only the driver 
of the car for Mr. Darcy. Witness inter- 
viewed Mr. Darcy and ascertained that there 
were ninety pigs in this big lorry. They were 
about three months old. Witness found that 

one of the pigs was dead in the car. 

Replying to Mr. McCarroll, solicitor (who 
defended), witness said that the dead pig wae 
bled. 

Mr. Thomas Darcy said that he was the 
owner of the pigs in both lorries. The pigs 
must of necessity be packed tightly together. 
If not different litters of pigs would start 
to fight and cut one another's ears, The pig 
found dead in the lorry jumped out, and may 
have injured itself. He only asked to be 
allowed to carry on the business as he had 
been doing for the past twenty years. 

Albert Archer said that the pigs on this 
occasion were packed as usual. In cold 
weather pigs huddled together for the 
heat. 

District Justice Price dismissed the 
summons against Archer. If he thought 
there was deliberate cruelty he would be very 
severe, but. he was satisfied that it was not 
deliberate. It seemed to him that there was 
a limit bevond which this over-crowding must 
have gone. He fined Darcy 2 guineas. 

Mr. McCarroll—Would you be able to tell 
Mr. Darcy how many pigs of this size he 
can carry in these lorries? 

The Justice—All I can say is that had ft 
not been for the dead pig I would have felt 
it very difficult to decide. That being so, it 
reduces itself to this—that you should not 
pack pigs in such a way. as to kill them.

THE LATE REV. R. H. SEWELL. 


The Rev. R. H. Sewell, who died recently 
in a London nursing home, was an Irishman, 
though nearly all his work as a Congrega- 
tional minister had been done in England.

Letters of Mark. 


In a recent lawsuit comment was made 
on the lavish use of letters signifying 
fellowship or membership of learned 
societies. The suggestion was that persons 
may join some of these societies at the 
annual cost of a few guineas, and there- 
after may attach to their names a string 
of letters which imply a literary or 
scientific attainment that they need not, 
and often do not, possess. Yesterday the 
Council of the Royal Geographical Society, 
which was mentioned in the lawsuit, made 
a statement on this subject.. The Society, 
founded for the advancement of 
geographical science, has two classes of 
members—those who have done original 
work and those who desire to support such 
work by their interest and subscriptions. 
The latter and larger category is essential 
to the Society’s existence, and 
member of this larger category ‘‘ has the 
undoubted right to style himself a Fellow, 
and to place the letters F..R.G.S. after 
his name when the circumstances are 
suitable.’’ Thus a member would be 
entitled to use the letters in books of 
reference as proof of his _ scientific 
interests, but their use in other circum- 
stances ' must be guided by good taste.’’ 
We agree that the use of explanatory and 
honorific letters after men’s names is 
largely a matter of good taste. In profes- 
sional life they have become almost

Dental Science. 


A tooth which was found in Nebraska 
in 1922 has made Americaf? history—ol 
sorts. Unearthed by a Mr. Harold Cook, 
it was placed solemnly in the American 
Museum of Natural History, where it was 
accepted as an authentic remnant of the 
“missing link’’ in the chain of man’s 
evolution. American science reconstructed 
from the lonely molar a creature which 
it called “WHesperopithecus Harold 
Cookiit’—a thing that, millions of years 
before Mr. Tom Mix rode the canyons 
of Nebraska, was something more than 
and something less than man. As 
Othere, the old sea captain, produced his 
walrus tooth to King Alfred, so, not less 
impressively, at the famous Scopes trial 
in Ohio, three years ago, the Nebraskan 
tooth was exhibited as conclusive proof 
of the fundamentalism.

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GENERAL LORD HORNE LEAVES 
THE ARMY. 


Last night’s London Gazette stated that 
General Lord Horne, G.C.B.. KC.MG : 
D.C.L., LL.D., having attained the age limit, 
ceased to belong to the Regular Army 
Reserve of Officers on February 19th, 1998. 

Lord Horne was 67 years of age on the 19th 
of this month. He was created a Baron of 
the United Kingdom in 1919 in recognition of 
his services in the Great War. The second 
surviving son of the late Major James Horne, 
of Stirkoke, Caithnesse, he was educated at 
Harrow and Woolwich, and received his com- 


mission in the Royal Artillery in 1880, He. 


served in the South African War of 1899 to 
1902, and was awarded the Queen’s medal 
and five clasps and the King’s medal and 
two clasps. In the Great War he commanded 
the Artillery First Corps in 1914, and the 
Second Division in 1915. He went to Egypt 
for the defence of the Suez Canal, and after- 
wards, in 1916, commanded the 15th Corps 
in France, and later in the same vear the 
First Army, being promoted General, 
mentioned in despatches, and created K.C.B. 
and K.C.M.G. From 1919 to 1923 he was 
General Officer Commanding-in-Chief, Eastern 
Command, and in 1926 he retired. He was 
Aide-de-Camp General to the King from 1920 
to 1924, and had been Master Gunner of 
St. James’s Park since 1926.

The new Order admits fat stock in- 
tended for immediate slaughter, shipped 
from any port in Ireiand except Wexford, 
Wate ‘ord and Rosslare, into the landing 
olaces at Birkenhead, Glasgow and Man- 
chester, on condition of slaughter within the 
landing places within 96 hours of landing. 

lhe Bhitish authorities are not yet

other British port.

It is a malicious calumny—malicious 
because it is uttered out of the full 
knowledge that the Volstead Act is still 
on the Federal Statute Book. Than 
America, I think that no country can 
cherish greater affection for a joke against 
itself. Else why is there prohibition ? 
The answer is that there is not, in fact, 
prohibition because then there would be 
no joke, and, as I have said, the American 
dearly loves a jest even if its parent 
happens to be a Mr. Volstead. 

The individual American pays good 
round prices for the maintenance of the 
national jest of prohibition, but in my 
brief stay there I met no one who seemed 
to mind that very much. What bothers 
most of them is not that the Prohibition 
Act should still be on the Statute Book, 
but that the quality of current “ hooch ”’ 
should be so uncertain. 


DRUNKENNESS. 

_ 1 can say honestly that in twelve days 
in America I saw more cases of alcoholic 
intoxication than I have ever seen in Ire- 
Ind for three times that period, while the 
scenes attending many vessels’ departure 
from New York harbour must be seen to be 
believed. I do not like to think that all 
my experiences, brief as they were, are 
common to every visitor; for one or two 
of them would have convinced a confirmed 
toper from home that he had been drink- 
ing water consistently all his life. 
Generalisations are not merely unkind, 
but mostly untrue, and I prefer to think 
that my experiences were exceptional—at 
least where they were not corroborated bv 
the testimony of people who have lived 
most, if not all, of their lives in America. 

It is not, however, an exceptional ex- 
perience to enter any “ew York restaurant 
of an evening and find the average diner 
help himself or herself frequently and 
quite openly from a flask which makes no 
furtive return to the hip-pocket or hand- 
bag whence it came; nor need a visitor, 
whether he find himself in a busy city 
office or merely chatting with a chance- 
acquaintance in the foyer of his hotel, 
express any astonishment at being 
requested to come and have a “ highball ”’ 
or a cocktail before lunch; nor need he. 
feel a momentary weakness if a highly 
respectable mother in her own highly 
respected household tender him a glass of 
heer—‘‘home-brew and straight off the 
ice,” as she explains: nor if he be 
escorted to any fashionable (or unfashion- 
able) night club for supper and dance, 
need he pain his friend by asking in the 
hearing of the elegant, but discreet head- 
waiter, whether all these bottles on the 
adjoining tables contain the specific fluids 
accredited to them by their labels. 


THE BLIND EYE. 

Was one thing more than 
which I became convinced in 
was the ease and convenience 
with which either native or visitor could 
poison himself. Lest I be taken to cast 
reflection on that great and ever-growing 
section of the American public. the 
keepers of the ‘‘speak-easies,’’ I should 
say at once that [ am not now apportion- 
ing responsibility for that state of things. 
and that, if I were. I could scarcely ask 
them to shoulder more than half of it. In 
trict justice to them I will even say that 
vearly they save thousands of potential 
from themselves. This 
Same saving grace it is, perhaps, that 
conmends them to authority’s blind eye; 
for 1 am told that they are seldom raided. 

No place of business, | think, has been 
more aptly named than the ‘‘ speak-easy ”’ 
—so-called for reasons that doubtless will 
be familiar to any Irish publican who stili 
plies a furtive trade long after his 
assistants have donned their coats and 
taken themselves off the premises. That is 
not to say that the persons who keep the 
‘ speak-eusies ’’ fear the same peremptory 
knocking, with the demand, ‘‘ Open. to 
police on duty.”’ 

It is was not the least of my astonish- 
ment that when conducted for the first time 
to one of them I beheld two or three police- 
men reclining in graceful attitudes against 
the counter drinking their small glasses of 
rye whiskey. I Jearnt from my journalist 
snide that: it was no part of the police- 
man’s duty to bother about this sort of 
liquor traffic. It was the job of the 
Federal agents, and, any way, there was 
“Ca lotta graft’’ in the whole thing and 
LL IS: speak-easy need be raided if the 
proprietor knew his business. I saw very 
little difference between the interior of 
the “ speak-easy ” and that of any Lrish 
public-house. 


THE USUAL FITTINGS. 

It had the usual “ bar ” fittings plus a 
picture of Dr. Douglas Hyde, and men 
round talking and, drinking their 
heer as if it were the most 
natural thine in the world. I should 
mention that business was carried on 
under cover of a trade in confectionery, 
which trade was conducted, but not very 
busily, in the part of the premises opening 

y on the street. 

That was in Washington. Two others 
I saw before 1 left the country, both of 
them in New York. The first was 
situated almost in the heart of Broadway 
and was ‘entered without formality or 
introduction; and one was able to get 
there a substantial meal, lager beer or 
villainous whiskey as one desired. 

The second was the , ‘‘ speak-easy ”’ 
mysterious where, to the sliding of a 
crating, a voice demanded! “ Whadda yeh 
want?” and my escort signalled the open 
sesame. The bar-tender on this occasion 
rejoiced in a good Irish name, and was, 
and presumably still is, robbing his 
employer right heartily, because, as he 
told us. “he's a rale dacint sort, and a 
few dollars is nothin’ to him.” My last 
recollection of this person—who had been 
in America less than twelve months—1is 
his abstraction from the cash register, by 
dexterous use of a hairpin, of a dollar 
which had earlier belonged to my friend 
He transferred this to his own pocket in 
our presence, and. as he had already 
accumulated the knowledge that both 
myself and my friend were Irish, only 
our most politely, but most firmly, ex- 
refusals saved us from a present 
of a “ raley special dhrop ’? on parting. 

Ss much for prohibition. I conclude 
merely by suggesting that for the visitor 
to America there can be no sounder advice 
than that he proclaim to all whom 1 
may concern, be it intimate friend nn 
chance acquaintance, that he isa regent 
teetotaller; for nothing) 1s more and 
murderous than American hospitality.

ns ACCIDENT. 


TWO MEN KILLED AND 
- PLVE LNJURED. 


- 


Two men were killed and five others 
were injured at Messrs. William Beard- 
more and Company's shipbuilding yard at 
Dalmuir, Glasgow, yesterday evening, 
when a turbine which was being lowered 
into a new liner slipped as the result of a 
chain snapping. 

The names of the dead workmen were 
Alexander Webster (aged 40), a rigger, 
Veitch’s court, Duntocher, who was killed 
outright, and John Hill (52), under- 
foreman engineer, Dumbarton road, 
Dalmuir, who died later from severe head 
injuries. 

The injured were Robert Perks, Glasgow 
road, Clydebank, head injuries; Frank 
Wood, stager, Bishop’s street, Glasgow, 
back and leg injuries; Alexander McLean, 
engineer, Nairn street, Dalmuir, back: 
injuries; Alexander Duncan, rigger, and 
John White, stager. Duncan and White, 
who suffered leg injuries, were allowed to 
proceed home after treatment, but the 
other men were detained in the Glasgow 
Western Infirmary. 


HOW THE ACCIDENT OCCURRED. 

The accident occurred on board the new 
C.P.R. liner Duchess of Atholl, which is 
being fitted out in the Beardmore Basin 
at Dalmuir. The last turbine to be 
installed, weighing thirty-five tons, was 
being lowered into the engine-room of the 
vessel by means of an overhead block and 
tackle. It was almost in’ position when 
one of the thick chains which was holding 
the turbine snapped, and the turbine 
immediately somersaulted, one end swing- 
ing up and the other falling, carrying 
away a part of the staging which had 
been erected to facilitate the work of 
placing the machinery into position. 

Webster was on the top of the turbine. 
He received his injuries through being 
crushed against the roof of the engine- 
room by the upward lift of the turbine. 
He was then thrown clear, but when 
picked up was found to be dead, having 
been killed instantaneously. The other 
six men were on the staging assisting in 
the manceuvring of the turbine. When 
the chain broke the scaffolding was swept 
away, and a number of men were thrown 
on to the floor of the engine-room. 
Fortunately, no one was underneath the 
turbine, which fell into the hold. 

John Hill was one of the most seriously 
injured, and succumbed in the infirmary 
shortly after admission.

SIR GEORGE MILNE’ 
CAREER. 

The King, on the recommendation of the 
Secretary of State for War, has approved 
the promotion to- the rank of Field- 
Marshal of General Sir George Milne, 
G.C.B., G.C.M.G., D.8.0., LL.D., Chief 
of the Imperial General Staff. 

General Sir George Milne, whose pro- 
motion fills the vacancy in the ranks of 
the Field-Marshals caused by the death 
of Earl Haig, made a great reputation 
during the war, and is specially re- 
membered for his command of the British 
Salonica Force and the Army of the Black 
Sea. Born in 1866, the son of the late 
George Milne, of Westwood, Aberdeen, he 
entered the Army in 1885. Joining the 
Royal Artillery, he served with the Nile 
Expedition of 1898, and was present at 
the battle of Khartoum. He also served 
throughout the South African War. In 
1915-14 he was Brigadier-General Com- 
manding the 4th Divisional Artillery. 

In the Great War he served throughout 
the period of hostilities. He was first of 
all Chief Staff Officer, Headquarters Staff, 
Second Army: later he commanded the 
27th Division and the 16th Army Corps, 
and finally the Army of the Black Sea. 

The Great War brought him promotion 
and many honours, both British and 
foreign. He became successively Major- 
General, Lieutenant-General and General, 
and was awarded the K.C.B., K.C.M.G., 
and G.C.M.G. He was also decorated by 
all 4he Allied nations. From 1920 to 1923 
he was Lieutenant of the Tower, becoming 
in the latter year G.O.C., the Eastern 
Command. [In 1926 he was appointed 
Chief of the Imperial General Staff. 

Sir George is married to a daughter of 
Sir John Nisbet Maitland, Bart., and has 
one son and one daughter.

Sir Francis Dunnell, chief legal adviser 
of the London and North-Eastern Rail- 
way, and Mr. H. L. Thornhill, chief legal 
adviser of the London, Midland and 
Scottish Railway, attended a meeting of 
the Conservative Parliamentary Agricul- 
tural Committee at the House of Commons 
last night, and explained the object of the 
railway companies in promoting their 
10ad transport bills.

It is under- 
stood that the committee will hold a 
further meeting before the debate next 
Tuesday on the second reading of the 
London, Midland and Scottish bill.

CHILDREN OF THE LATE 
SIR H, DE BATHE.

Four children of the late Sir Henry 
Perciyal de Bathe—Lady Burnham, Mrs. 
Winifred McCalmont, Mr. Maximilian de 
Bathe and Lady Somerleyton—were 
successful petitioners yesterday for a de- 
claration of legitimacy, under the 
Legitimacy Declaration Act of 1926, before 
Mr. Justice Hill, in London. 

The Act makes legitimate children born 
before the marriage of their parents, pro- 
vided that at the time of birth neither 
parent was married to someone else. 

Mr. Bayford, K.C., for three of the 
petitioners, said that Sir Henry de Bathe, 
for some time before his marriage in 
December, 1870, had lived with his wife, 
who was then Charlotte Clare. The reason 
why they had not married before was that 
Sir Henry’s father objected to the 
marriage. The father died in March, 
1870. All the petitioners were born before 
December, 1870. 

Lady Burnham was born in 1861, at 
Buckingham Palace road, S.W. She 
was married to Lord Burnham, then Mr. 
Harry Lawson, in 1884, at St. Margaret’s, 
Westminster. 

Mrs. McCalmont was born at Elizabeth 
street, Eaton square, and was baptised in 
1863. She married her first husband, 
Mr. William Atmar Fanning, on January 
11, 1882, at St. Margaret’s, Westminster. 
Sir Henry de Bathe was a witness of that 
marriage. Mr. Fanning died on Septem- 
ber 5, 1896. She married, the second 
time, Harry McCalmont, on July 5, 1897, 
at St. Paul's, Knightbridge. Her father 
was a witness to that marriage. 

Mr. Maximilian de Bathe was born in 
1867, and Lady Somerleyton was born in 
1869, both at Belgrave road, S.W. 


LADY DE BATHE’S AFFIDAVIT. 


Mr. Bayford read an affidavit by Lady 
(Charlotte) de Bathe, who, he said, is 
now of advanced age. In the affidavit 
Lady de Bathe said that she was married 
in 1870 at Chalfont St. Giles, Bucking- 
hamshire, having lived with her husband 
for 15 years before the marriage. . Neither 
of them had been previously married. 
There were seven children, who were not 
registered, as there was no Act requiring 
it then. The two eldest children were 
dead. Two more children were born after 
the marriage. Sir Henry died in 1907, 
and was succeeded by his son, Hugo. 

Lady Burnham, giving evidence, said 
that she is now .living at Hall Barn, 
Beaconsfield. She lived with her parents 
until her marriage. She stated that Lady 
Scmerleyton is now in South Africa, and 
Mrs. McCalmont and Mr. Maximilian de 
Bathe are in the South of France. 

Mr. C. L. Beddington, who appeared 
for Mrs. McCalmont, read an affidavit by 
her. 

Mr. G. S. C. Rentoul, M.P., who ap- 
peared for the Attorney-General, offered 
no opposition to the petitions, and Mr. 
Justice Hill granted the declarations 
sought. 3 

In reply to a question by the Judge 
about costs, Mr. Rentoul said that in 
these cases the Attorney-General. made 
ir a practice not to ask for costs.

STATEMENTS IN THE LORDS. 


Lord Banbury, in the House of Lords 
yesterday, asked what steps the Govern- 
ment proposed to take to prevent the 
spread of foot-and-mouth disease in Great 
Britain through the importation of meat 
from foreign countries where the disease 
is prevalent. He pointed out that during 
the war years, when foreign meat became 
increasingly scarce, outbreaks of the 
disease fell from 56 in 1915 to one in 
1916 and none in 1917. In 1927 they 
had risen again to 143. It looked as if 
the contagion was introduced by the im- 
portation of foreign meat. 

The Earl of Stradbroke, replying for the 
Government, said that in June, 1926, the 
Government laid an embargo on meat 
from the Continent, and during the suc- 
ceeding eighteen months there were 32 
outbreaks of the disease, as compared with 
51 during a like period before the 
embargo. This seemed to point to a 
diminution of risks, but they had difficulty 
in proving where the infection came from. 
The suggestion had been made that infec- 
tion was brought in by chilled meat from 
South America, which had increased in 
quantity from 35,000,000 cwt. in 1921 to 
10,000,000 cwt. in 1927. There was 
nothing to prove this, but the view of 
the Ministry was that the proper place 
for the inspection of imported meat was 
at the country of origin. Lord Bledisloe 
had made arrangements with the Govern- 
ment of Argentina which, it was hoped, 
would diminish the danger which some 
feared was due to the importation of 
chilled meat from that country. Orders 
had been published in Argentina pro- 
viding that animals should not leave the 
estancia without a certificate that the 
cattle there were free from the disease. 
Transport companies were responsible for 
seeing that wagons were disinfected and 
cleaned. A certificate of freedom from 
disease was required before animals could 
be taken from the market, and if animals 
awaiting slaughter were found to be 
infected they were to be isolated until 
free of the disease. The Ministry had 
issued an Order prohibiting the feeding 
of animal food to animals in this country 
unless it had been boiled for an. hour. 
Packings in which meat was imported 
must also be disinfected. 

Forty-eight per cent. of the meat con- 
sumed in Great Britain came from South 
America, and to cut that supply off 
suddeniy would lead to great incon- 
venience. | 

Lord Danesfort ‘said that present out- 
breaks of foot-and-mouth disease in 
Ireland were entirely confined to the 
South, and he hoped that this would be 
borne in mind when the Government 
decided from what Irish ports cattle were 
to be allowed to come to Great Britain. 

In reply to Lord Parmoor, the Earl! of 
Stradbroke said that the Government 
Research Committee were making every 
endeavour to find out the source of the 
virus.

OBITUARY. 


M———— — 
M. YVES GUYOT. 


A Reuter message from Paris announces the 
sudden death of M. Yves Guyot, the well- 
known politician and economist. Parisian 
evening papers print eulogistic obituary 
notices of M. Guyot, who, with the late M. 
Paul Leroy Beaulieu, was one of the most 
eminent of French economists of the past 
half-century. 

M. Guyot, who died at the great age of 85, 
started as a journalist. After a short spell 
of politics, during which he occupied the 
portfolio of Public Works for three years in 
the early ‘nineties, he returned to economics. 
He was a life-long ardent protagonist of Free 
Trade, for which he fought tooth and nail 
as President of the Free Trade League. He 
enjoyed the distinetion of being one of the 
rare foreign members of the Cobden Club. 

It was typical of M. Guyot’s fearless 
championing of the cause of freedom. that he. 
as directoy of the newspaper, the Bien 
Public, in 1877, began the publication in 
serial form of Zola’s famous novel, ‘‘ Assom- 
moir.” After issuing about twenty numbers, 
however, he had to cease publishing it. owing 
to the complaints of scandalised readers.

FOUR MILLION MEN 
SAID TO BE IDLE.

WASHINGTON, Tuesday. 

TIT; question of unemployment in the 
United States was the subject of a resolu- 
tion introduced in the House of Repre- 
sentatives this morning by Mr. Celler, of 
New York, who states that 4,000,000 work- 
men, or a tenth of all. those gainfully 
employed throughout the country, are 
idle. Here is a shrewd politician calling 
attention to.a problem which, he charges, 
the Administration would like to ignore ; 
but his obvious desire to make election 
capital out of the conditions he describes 
does not affect the general truth of his 
statements. Mr. Celler declares that un- 
employment is most keenly felt in New 
York, New Jersey, New England, the 
Middle Atlantic States, and the coal 
regions of. Pennsylvania, Ohio and 
Illinois, and is most alarming in the boot 
and shoe, textile, motor car and lumber 
industries, and in the building and out- 
door trades. 

Whether the figure he cites is correct 
it would be impossible to say. The work- 
ing population is so mobile in the United 
States and the methods of computation 
are so much more rough and ready than 
in the United Kingdom that the statistics 
should be accepted with reserve. Mr. 
Celler says that factory unemployment 1s 
greater to-day than it was during the in- 
dustrial depression of 1921, and he may 
possibly be right. The resolution would 
have the Federal Government do what 
Governor Smith has asked should be done 
in New York—hasten the carrying out of 
the building already authorised. It was 
introduced, of course, more with the hope 
of the publicity it would attract than 
with any expectation of action: for the 
Republican Administration is too deeply 
committed to belief in prosperity to admit 
even by implication that there are spots 
in which it is wearing thin.

BISHOP ARRESTED IN A 
FRIEND’S HOUSE. 
From “ Tup Times’’ CORRESPONDENT. 

NEW YORK, Tuesday. 

The campaign against Roman Catholics 
in Mexico has led to the arrest of four 
more persons, including Monsignor Sera- 
fino Mariaz Armora y Gonzalez, Bishop 
of Tamaulipas. The bishop had taken 
refuge in the home of a friend, Senor 
Frederico Escobar, who was also arrested. 

Although the charges against the bishop 
have not been announced by the Mexican 
authorities, it is believed that the pretext 
was his failure to obey the regulation by 
which prelates and priests are required to 
report daily to the Department of the 
Interior. The bishop had been living 
under the name of Gonzalez, but he is not 
known ever to have taken a particularly 
active part in the controversy between 
Church and State, and he is likely to be 
released, as many other Roman Catholics 
arrested recently on more or less slender 
charges have been, after a brief confine- 
ment and, perhaps, a fine. 

The Rev. Manuel Campa, a Roman 
Catholic priest in San Luis Potosi and 
Prisciliano Garza have also been arrested 
and taken, to Mexico City. They are 
alleged to have been connected with the 
supposed anti-Government plot, the leader 
of which was Bishop Miguel de la Mora, 
who eluded arrest by escaping from a 
private house raided by the police about 
two weeks ago.

PROTECTIONIST PROPOSALS 


From ReEvuTER’s CORRESPONDENT. 
PARIS, 

The Commission that has been sitting 
for some time past for the purpose of 
elaborating a scheme for the protection 
of the French film industry has completed 
its work, and it is believed that a decree 
will be promulgated as soon as it receives 
the approbation of the Council of 
Ministers. 

In a statement to the /ntransigeant M. 
Herriot, Minister of Public Instruction, 
defines the aim of the scheme as being 
intended to limit the invasion of foreign 
films, while stimulating and developing 
French film production. 

The /ntransigeant understands that the 
decree will provide for the creation of a 
permanent Commission, composed of 
sixteen officials and sixteen experts, to 
select films for production in accordance 
with the needs of the French market. The 
decree will be capable of the most liberal 
interpretation, and will confer wide 
powers upon the Commission. 

A temporary Commission, which has 
been studying the subject for some time 
past, suggested that no films should be 
imported into France unless balanced by 
the sale of French films abroad. Although 
nine metres of film might be imported to 
one metre exported, this provision would 
only apply to first-class films of some 
length. The importation of secondary 
films would remain free. 

A French film would be defined as “ the 
work of a French company, in which 75 
per cent. of the producers, operators and 
actors were French.”

EGGS BY POST.

MINISTER’S WARNING, 


At this season of the year considerable 
quantities of eggs are sent through the post, 
and many of the. packages are found in the 
course of conveyance to have been inade- 
quately packed, with the result that not only 
are the eggs broken, but damage, for which 
the sender of the eggs is liable, is caused to 
the contents of other parcels. 

The Free State Minister for Posts and 
Telegraphs, therefore, considers it necessary 
to draw the attention of the public to the 
method of packing, ‘which has been found 
by experience to afford the best protection. 
A wooden or other rigid box, with suitable 
pamitions, and a well-fitting lid, should he 
used. Each egg should be wrapped sepa- 
rately in paper or other soft material, and 
placed on end in a separate partition, and 
the vacant spaces should be filled with paper 
or some such material as cotton waste. The 
cover of the parcel should be conspicuausly 
marked ‘‘ Eggs.’’

Mr. Henry Mason Day, of New York, 
hired Burns’ detectives to shadow the 
jury, while Mr. Sherman Burns is the 
son of Mr. William Burns, and is the 
operating head of the Burns Detective 
Agency. 

The first trial of Mr. Sinclair, in 
October, on a charge of conspiracy to de- 
fraud the Government in connection with 
the Teapot Dome naval oil reserve, was 
declared a mis-trial after sensational 
affidavits had been laid before the judge. 
alleging that jurors had been shadowed 
by private detectives, and that one juror 
had declared that he would be dis- 
appointed if he did not get a motor car as 
long as a block for his support of ‘Mr. 
Sinclair’s interests in the trial. 

The Federal Government, thereupon, 
brought the proceedings for contempt of 
Court in the district of Columbia Supreme 
Court. At the hearing on December 5th 
Mr. Sinclair asked that the charge of con- 
tempt should be dismissed, contending 
that the Court had no jurisdiction. 

Mr. Harry Mason Day,-another of the 
accused, said that he had employed de- 
tectives to shadow the jury in the Teapot 
Dome case at the instance of Mr. Sinclair, 
who had reasons to believe that attempts 
would be made to tamper with the jury for 
the . purpose of producing an unjust 
verdict.

FLYING OFFICER KILLED BY 
TRIBESMEN,. 


From Revuter’s CORRESPONDENT. 
BASRA, Tuesday. 

It is now ascertained that Flying- 
Officer Jackson met his death during a 
sharp engagement with Wahabi raiders. 

A force of Akhwan warriors, numbering 
over two thousand, crossed the Iraq 
border and attacked yesterday morning a 
large encampment of the Jowahin tribes 
sixty miles south-west of Basra. In the 
pitched battle that ensued, lasting several 
hours, the Akhwan alone lost sixty dead 
and two hundred wounded, who were left 
on the field, 

The Iraqi tribes, whose casualties were 
even more heavy, lost all their cattle and 
flocks. Air Force machines from the base 
of operations at Ur pursued, caught up 
with, and bombed the Wahabis, inflicting 
severe punishment. 

The tribesmen, however, succeeded in 
bringing down one aeroplane, its pilot, 
Flying-Officer Jackson, being killed. A 
report says that the mechanic accom- 
panying him was captured alive by the 
Akhwan, but no confirmation has yet been 
obtained. w 

Mr. Jackson was buried at Basra this 
morning with military honours. A firing 
party fired a salvo over the grave, and the 
““Last Post ' was sounded by bnglers. 
The leader of the Wahabis is reported to 
be Ibn Akhwan, who raided Koweit in 
January. 


THE CAVELL FILM. 


GERMANY WELCOMES 
BRITISH BAN.

BERLIN, Tuesday. 

The news that the British Board of 
Film Censors has refused: to licence the 
film “ Dawn ” for universal exhibition 
is welcomed by the German newspapers 
and political circles, which attribute the 
step mainly to Sir Austen Chamberlain’s 
letter to Mr. Herbert Wilcox, the pro- 
ducer of the film. 

A semi-official Note says that the 
decision is to be welcomed from every 
point of view.

The Companies Bill, which was discussed 
this evening on second reading, is not nearly 
so formidable as its appearance would lead 
one to suspect. It is identical with the 
measure which was passed through all its 
stages in the House of Lords last session, and 
is based upon the report of the Companies 
Law Amendment. Committee. The bill is one 
of 109 pages, comprising 108 clauses and 
three schedules, but Sir Philip Cunliffe-Lister, 
in moving the second reading, was able to 
assure members that six out of seven of the 
clauses were merely references to the prin- 
cipal Act. The measure, however, embodied 
certain changes in the law which might be 
considered drastic departures from the exist- 
ing practice. In other cases action might 
well have been taken but for the fear that, 
whilst it might deter wrong-doers, it would 
handicap legitimate business in other direc- 
tions. After the bill passed’ it would be 
necessary to bring in a consolidating measure ; 
but one clause would become operative at 
once, and that was the provision dealing with 
share-hawking and share-pushing.

UNEMPLOYMENT AND 
OVERWORK. 


OVERLAPPING IN THE IRISH 
FREE STATE. 

Interesting statistics as trade disputes in 
the Irish Free State were quoted by Mr. 
Hector Hughes, K.C., in the course of a lec- 
ture on '' The Social Problem of Unemploy- 
ment ” delivered under the auspices of the 
Zion Literary and Debating Society at Bushy 
Park road, Rathmines, last night. The num- 
her of disputes each year was— 


The improvement, said Mr. Hughes, was a 
fact from which an optimist would draw a 
conclusion favourable to our industrial and 
economic prospects. Since tariffs had been 
imposed there had been an increase in the 
number of persons employed in protected in- 
dustries of 10,275, while there was also an 
increase of employment in other trades con- 
nected with protected industries in conse- 
quence of the expansion. 

The lecturer referred to the report of the 
committee which was appointed to consider 
the unemployment problem. and added that 
the solution of the difficulty must lie along 
the lines of— 

(a) Fitting by education, technical or 
otherwise, of citizens for the work they have 
to do. 

(b) Proper organisation of the work. re- 
quired to be done in connection with the 
carrying out of the life and business of our 
civilised communities ; and 

(c) Co-ordination between the workers and 
the work they have to do. 

It should not be beyond the 
wit of man to discover means whereby 
work and workers could be organised in suc 
a way as to prevent the overlapping between 
overwork ond unemployment which’ existed 
at the present time. 

THE IDLE POOR. 

As to the social side of the question, Mr. 
Hughes eaid the waste resulting from a large 
number of citizens refraining, either volun- 
tarily or involuntarily, from constructive work 
was a very serious loss to the nation, The people 
go concerned were of two classes—the idle 
rich and the idle poor.

EFFORT IN AMERICA. 

A big effort is being made by the Royal 
Dublin Society to advertise lreland’s attrac- 
tions in the United States and Canada this 
vear. The interest aroused in those countries 
by President Cosgrave’s visit is more or less 
responsible for the Society's decision to 
launch its advertising campaign. 

It has prepared an attractively illustrated 
brochure of Dublin’s attractions during Horse 
Show week. Large numbers of copies are 
being despatched for circulation throughout 
the United States and Canada, and it is hoped 
that with the co-operation of many Irish 
societies there, Ireland will get better 
publicity than formerly on the liners leaving 
for Europe during the tourist season. 

Several well-known Americans have 
written to Mr. Edward Bohane, the director 
of the Royal Dublin Society, promising sup- 
port for a publicity campaign in- America. 

THE HORSE SHOW. 

The brochure contains numerous views of 
the Horse Show, including the exhibits, the 
jumping, and President Cosgrave and the 
former Governor-General congratulating prize- 
winners, 

There is an excellent articleby Mr. Stephen 
Gwynn on the Royal Dublin Society and 
Horse Show Week. He points out that Ire- 
land is known throughout Europe as one 
of the great centres for the breeding of live 
stock. It is known throughout the world 
as the createst centre of horse-breeding. 
Accordingly, since (except for a corner in 
the North-East} this country lives by what 
the land produces it is natura] that in the 
capital of Ireland the Royal Dublin Society's 
Horse Show at Ballsbridge should be the 
year’s chief event. 3usiness as well 
as pleasure—but, for all lovers of 
horses, the pleasantest of business— 
bring the whole life of lreland 
to Dublin in the first week of every August. 
And year by year more people from outside 
Ireland come to take part in. this gathering ; 
and year by year Ballsbridge and Dublin and 
Ireland are better organised to welcome 
visitors and entertain them. 


OTHER ATTRACTIONS. 

As to other attractions, Mr. Gwynn says 
that the roads in the Free State have been 
brought to a very high degree of excellence, 
and because the country is thinly dA 
they are nowhere crowded: so in these days 
of universal motoring, Ireland offers such 
attractions as never before to the tourist. 
Dublin itself has been fitted up to receive 
guests. First-class hotels have been thoroughly 
modernised, and the number of less expensive 
but comfortable hotels has increased ; theatres, 
the art galleries, and all the subsidiary en- 
tertainments concentrate their efforts on this 
crowded week in August—which is, of course, 
selected with a thought for horse- 
lovers. 

Speaking of the attendance at the Shows. 
Mr. Gwynn remarks that elderly people can 
remember what a fuss there was when in 
1897 the attendance at the Horse Show 
reached the prodigious figure of 67,000. This 
was considered to be a by-product of the 
Diamond Jubilee, and there were confident 
predictions that it would never be approached 
again; nor was it under the old order. But 
1925 just beat it, and in 1927 the figure rose 
to 93,000. Calculations for the future have 
to be based on an average attendance of 
100,000. 

But the special delight of the Dublin Horse 
Show, concludes Mr. Gwynn, is always in 
the lady riders, who show themselves every 
year fully the equal of men.

So far the other local authorities have not 
taken steps to regulate the sanitary aspect of 
the life of the temporary inhabitants of their 
districts. The Killiney and Ballybrack Urban 
Council has prohibited camping on the fore- 
shore, and the Rathdown Rural Council and 
the Howth Urban Council apparently rely on 
the Srdinary regulations. There are several 
camping places in Howth and Sutton, and it 
may be recalled that a number of cases of 
enteric fever in Howth urban district were 
believed to have arisen from water contami- 
nated by campers’ refuse.

The present week opened on Monday at 
Scariff Bridge, when one of a brace in Much 
Wood broke at the top end and was hunted 
for fifteen minutes at top speed over a good 
bit of country to ground at Kilmer. From 
Potterton’s, hounds ran fast for a 
towards Scariff before marking,. but Fitz- 
simons held them on round the covert and 
hit off another fox, which gave a fast spurt 
towards Kildalkey before finding a shelter 
near Mr. Potterton’s house. The occupant of 
Trimblestown ‘‘got in” in the covert ditch. 
Neither Clifton an nor Hill of Ward held, 
but Rathmore redeemed the day very bril- 
hantly. 

Hounds were some time‘tin covert before 
forcing their quarry to break, which he did 
towards Meadstown, but turning back to the 
eft towards Allanstown bog, continued to 
favour the left nearly to Sirley, and thence 
over the road at Ballybe [leavin the house 
on the right) pointed for Hill of Ward, where 
hounds had to be stopped at dark. It was 
an excellent thirty-five minutes without a 
check, in which our quarry tried many 
earths, but the stopping (for which great 
credit is due to Major Parr and Miss Smith) 
was too good for him. 

A specially reassuring feature of the day 
was the wonderful way the pack have re- 
covered from the distemper, as nearly every 
one of those out had it, and afl “ were up. 
There was a good-sized field, which included 
two lady visitors from America (Mrs. Burr 
and Miss Thorndyke), both of whom are stay: 
ing, at. Dunderry. 

ox-hunting was strongly represented yes- 
terday on the Louth border, as the Louth 
Hounds met at Arcath and the Meath 
Hounds at Kilmoon cross-roads, only about 
two miles apart. Newtown sticks was Cap- 
tain Fowler’s first draw, and a fox was 
chopped in it at once. However, a comrade 
was soon holloaed away, and having reached 
the road on the north ‘side was headed by a 
motor, and ran parellel to the road (on his 
right) before dipping into the vale as if for 
Ratoath, which brought back memories of 
old-time hunts in that direction. Just as 
matters looked bright, a hole short of Bal- 
trasna put an end to our hopes. 

From Dunville's, hounds ran over a nice 
line aeross the Ashbourne road, and killed 
their fox just short of the Kilmoon- Drogheda 
road at the end of twenty minutes. Slator's 
was the next draw, and a fast frolic of 
twelve minutes was much enjoyed to just 
short of Walterstown village (on the right), 
where our quarry must have got in, but was 
not accounted for. 

The day finished well with a nice hunt 
from Corbolis across the Oberstown road 
straight into Slators, where hounds killed 
their second fox approaching five o'clock, It 
was & very attractive aay s sport.

Reserved judgment was delivered in the 
case in which Michael Gannon and John 
Bourke, of Dublin road, Tuam, Co. Galway, 
merchants, claimed specific performance of 
an ay ce axreement against the Represen- 
tative Church Body and Henry Concannon 
and William J. V. Comerford, Tuam, solic:- 
tors, for the sale of Moylough Glebe; 
damages for the non-completion of the 
alleged agreement, and, alternatively, fcr 
damages against the defendants, Herry 
Concannon and W. V. Womertord, for 
alleged breach of warranty of authority to 
make the contract as agents for the Repre- 
sentative Church Body. 

The plaintiffs alleged that the Representa- 
tive Church Body agreed to sell the rectory, 
or glebe, to them for £800, and that a con- 
tract for the sale was entered into between 
them and the Representetive Church Body 
and the other defendants acting as agents 
for that body, 

The defendants traversed the plaintiffs’ 
cause of action, and the defendants, Henry 
Concannon and W. J. V. Comerford, in a 
further defence, stated that the Representa- 
tive Church Body had power to sell the pro-

There was some criticism by share- 
holders of the methods adopted by the 
company to fight the increasing competi- 
tion of outside omnibuses, but the com- 
pany believe that the general public will 
be slow to regard the omnibus as a sub- 
stitute for the system of tramways main.

THE "BUS COMPETITION. 

‘‘Supporters of ‘buses, interested in the 
development of this form of transport, have 
proclaimed their utility even to the extent of 
advocating abolition of tramways, and ‘bus 
manufacturers foster their industry by supply- 
ing valuable "buses on hire purchase terms. 
I a no desire to minimise the value of the 
omnibus as a means of transport and for de- 
velopment of sparsely populated districts, but 
I would hesitate to accept them as substitutes 
for a system of tramways such as is main- 
tained by this company. In some districts it 
must, however, be one or the other, as there 
is no room for both. 

“I will give you comparative figures from 
our own experience which may help you to 
form an opinion as to whether the advocates 
of "buses are justified in saying, amongst 
other things, that they would relieve traffic 
congestion in the streets. The number of 
passengers per car mile carried by our trams 
during the year was 11.82, the number 
carried by our “buses was 3.88 per mile. If, 
therefore, you were to replace the trams by 
‘buses, the number of ‘buses required to afford 
equal! facilities for the 91,881,456 passengers 
carried by an average of 210 trams, would be 
substantially more than twice the number. 

“This does not appeal to me as being a 
sound basis from which to argue that con- 
vestion on the streets would be lessened by 


the change. At the same time I should 
point out that we are at present practically 
the largest "bus owners in the Free State, 
but so far we have avoided competing with 
our trams and have concentrated on develop- 
ing new routes, anc now operate seventeen 
separate routes by means of ‘buses.

The defence was a traverse of the cause of 
action and a denial of the allegations in the 
statement of claim. 

The plaintifis now sought to have the 
judgment for the defendants entered by Mr. 
Justice Hanna at the trial on 27th October 
last. set aside, with costs, or varied, and 
that in liew thereof a new trial of the 
action be ordered.

IN AMERICA.

RECORD PROFIT AND 
INCREASED DIVIDEND. 


II ——F—— 


Sir Gilbert Alan Wills, Bt., presided at the 
twenty-sixth annual meeting of the Imperial 
Tobacco Company of Great Britain and 
Ireland, Ltd., yesterday at the head offices in 
Bristol. | 

In moving the adoption of the report and 
accounts, he alluded with regret to the death 
of Sir Edward James, an original director of 
the company. After dealing in detail with 
the balance sheet, he said last autumn he 
visited the United States to see something 
more of the company’s leaf-buying organisa- 
tion. On this point the Chairman said :— The 
quality of leaf we have bought this season is 
excellent. The crop has been a large one, 
and, on the whole, a good one, and we have 
not neglected the opportunities which such a 
situation offers. ‘The company has in the 
United. States of America thirty-one leaf- 
handling factories, employing in the height of 
the ..season upwards of nine thousand in- 
dividuals. These factories are well stafied and 
ably managed, and the efficiency of the whole 
organisation reflects the greatest credit on Mr. 
Leslie Reed, our resident director in the 
States, and those who work with him. 
Through our own buyers we obtain what is 
for our purposes the pick of the crop. From 
the moment it is bought in the auction sale 
warehouse our leaf is in our own hands, and 
is looked after with the utmost care. In our 
handling factories the leaf is graded and put 
into the best possible order for our manu- 
facturing purposes befcre being packed in 
hogsheeds. It is then ready for shipment to 
this country, and, in the main, it is now 
shipped under our own. eyes through our 
docks at Norfolk, Virginia. Before I went to 
the United States | eimagined that our 
American organisation was one of our 
greatest assets. Now I am sure of it. 

RECORD PROFIT. 

The net trading profit for the year and 
interest and dividends on investments, in- 
cluding dividends on capital employed outside 
the United Kingdom, and after fully providing 
for all charges, amounted, with the item of 
transfer fees, to £9,227,796, as compared with 
£8,968,355 in the previous year, an increase of 
£259.441. On the debit side of the profit and 


loss account-we have made allocations, as 


before, of a quarter million to pensions, half 


a million to general reserve, leaving the 
balance of the profit for the year £8,477,796, 
which is carried to appropriation account. 
Adding to this the balance of £8,477,796, the 
undivided profit brought forward from last 
year, £821,578, there remains an amount to 
be dealt with of £9,299,174. Out of this the 
total dividends upon three classes of Pre- 
ference capital have been provided; upon the 
Ordinary Shares an interim dividend of 75 per 
cent., free of tax, was paid in September, and 
it is now proposed to declare a final dividend 
of 10 per cent. and a bonus of eighteenpence 
per share, both free of income tax, being a 
total for the year of 25 per cent., which is 
1 per cent. more than for the year 1926 
. GIFT TO THE STAFF. 

The results to which I have referred have 
been achieved by loyal co-operation of all 
in the company’s service, and it ts with the 
greatest personal pleasure that I ask your 
endorsement of the decision of your directors 
to make, as on many previous occasions, a 
gift to the staff and workpeople over and 
above their ordinary salary or wage. Under 
this gift each person who has been in receipt 
of salary or wage from the company during 
twelve months or any lesser period ended 
3lst October, 1927, and who still remains in 
the service of the company to-day, will receive 
a sum equivalent to 16 per cent. of the total 
salary or wage received by him or her during 
the said twelve months or lesser period. 


REVIEW OF THE YEAR. 

It is customary on these occasion for your 
Chairman briefly to review the year’s opera- 
tions, and to make some reference to the 
prospects of the year that has begun. Refe- 
rence has been made on one or two recent 
occasions to the development of the growth of 
tobacco within the British Empire. ‘This 
development. is one in which we have natur- 
ally been greatly interested, but we have all 
along urged the wisdom of making haste 
slowly. ‘Tobacco, as Calverley ind other 
poets have pointed out, seems to be a com- 
modity that makes for optimism, and no one 
is more prone to optimism than the tobacco 
planter. I should, perhaps. be the last 
person to deprecate this; but I am bound to 
recall that in more than one country in the 
Empire we have at one time or another 
suffered from over-production, and Í am 
afraid that during the year under review and 
during the current year there are indications 
of this happening again. 

THE RHODESIAN CROP. 

We have been watching very closely the 
development of the tobacco-growing industry 
in Rhodesia, and we have decided to adopt 
there a course which we adopted as long ago 
as 1908 in Nyasaland, and more recently in 
Canada, and we are establishing a small 
handling plant in Salisbury, which is the 
centre of the tobacco-growing district. In 
that factory we shall be able to handle such 

urchases as we make of tobacco grown 
in Southern Rhadesia, and I hope that in time 
to come that factory will be a valuable asset 
to the company. While it may not be our 
business to attempt to force public taste in 
any particular direction, yet we must always 
keep pace with it, and possibly even slighily 
anticipate it. In the introduction of a wide 
range of all-Empire pipe tobaccos we have 
already had striking success, and I hope it 
will not be long before the public will have 
an opportunity of trying for themselves an 
all-Rhodesian cigarette, which is the result of 
months of careful blending in our factories here 
The best Rhodesian tobacco 1s, In Us 
character, specially suitable for cigarettes. 
Its natural flavour is distinctive from Amer!- 
can Virginia tobacco; but, in the cigarette 
to which I have referred, we have en- 
deavoured, by skilled blending, to secure a 
smooth cigarette, which preserves the dis- 
tinctive flavour of the best Rhodesian 
tobacco, and so has an attraction of its own. 


INCREASED DUTY. 

Reverting for a moment to the trading 
operations of the year under review, you 
will all remember that last April saw the 
imposition of a further 8d. per lb. on the 
already heavy rate of duty on unmaamntac 
tured tobacco in this country. Tobacco 1s 
one of the most heavily taxed commodities. 
More than half of the net price at which we 
sell the great bulk of our goods As repre- 
sented by duty, and the manufacturer, dis- 
tributor, and consumer alike may not un- 
reasonably feel that the limit has been 
reached, and that the commodity can stand 
no more. 

THE CIGARETTE TRADE. 

Although during the year we have con- 
tinued to prosper, that result has been 
achieved, not because of a high rate of duty, 
but in spite of it, and the achievement has 
been athe possible only by very considerable 
effort. On an already enormous turnover, 
we have shown an increase. I believe that 
more than half of the tobacco consumed in 
this country is in the form of. cigarettes. 
While this company does considerable trade 
in every kind and description of manutac- 
tured tobacco, yet our cigarette trade con- 
tinues a very large part of our business, 
as the public in general are aware. Despite 
the increased duty, we decided to leave our 
cigarettes unaltered in every respect; in 
other words, during the latter half of the 
year under review we have borne the whole 
of the:increased duty on our cigarette trade, 


amounting to many millions of cigarettes. 


er annum. During the year, and particu- 
farly during the latter half of the year, our 
cigarette trade has shown a very healthy in- 
crease, although it has been done on a 
smaller n.argin of profit than formerly. liow 
far that is a question of cause and effect, 
it is fruitless to conjecture. The fact re- 
mains that, with that increased trade, und 
with the increase in dividends which we have 
received from companies operating outside 
the United Kingdom, we have been able to 
make increased profits and increase the divi- 


dend. 
PROSPECTS OF THE NEW YEAR. 

As to the year that has just begun, if the 
duty remains unaltered, we shall have dur- 
ing this year twelve months of the higher 
figure of duty to contend with, as comps red 
with just over six months last year. That, 
of course, is for us, as it is for other manu- 
facturers, a serious thing.

NO RIGHT OF APPEAL. 


CIRCUIT JUDGE’S DECISION IN 
FISHERY CASE. 


At Carlow Circuit Court on Mondav the 
Fishery Conservators appealed against the de- 
cision of the District Justice at Borris in dis- 
missing a case in which Richard Long was 
summoned for obstructing or impeding the 
water bailiff in the discharge of his duties by 
refusing when required to bring in a boat for 
the purpose of search, contrary to the provi- 
sions of Statute. ~ | 

Mr. Brereton Barry, for the appellants, said 
that the point was raised as to whether a 
Circuit Judge had jurisdiction to hear an 
appeal having regard to provisions of the 
Courts of Justice Act, which provided for 
appeals from convictions of a District: Justice 
without providing for appeals against dis- 
misses. He contended that the provisions of 
the Courts of Justice Act, 1924, did not apply 
to cases under the Fishery Acts, as the 
Fishery Act of 1925 purported to restore the 
powers of appeal conferred under the old 
County Court Acts. 

Mr. Walsh, for the respondent, said that he 
relied on the provisions of the Courts of 
Justice Act, which were mandatory, and re- 
mitted the rights of the Circuit Court to hear 
— from the District Court. 

Judge Sealv, in giving his decision, said 
that, in his opinion, the Courts of Justice 
Act governed: the situation, and quoted an 
analagous case in Kilkenny, which he dis- 
missed. He held that an appeal did not lie 
against a dismiss of the District Justice, and, 
therefore, dismissed the appeal. ' 


BLESSINGTON TRAMS. 


PROPOSAL TO ABOLISH STEAM. 

A proposal to abolish steam transport over 
the system was considered at the fortnightly 
meeting of the Committee of Management of 
the Dublin and Blessington Steam Tramway. 
The members present were Mr. John J. Sheil, 
solicitor, Chairman; and Mr. P. Nugent, 
representing Dublin County ‘Council, with 
Messrs... Henry, Egan and Healy, representing 
Wicklow County Council. After the trans- 
action of the routine’ business the»Committee 
were engaged for a considerable time upon 
an investigation of the possibility of abolish- 
ing all steam transport on the tramway. and 
of carrying on the passenger traffic solely by 
means of petrol locomotives.

A 9,000,000 ACRE ESTATE. 

The Bovril Australian  estates—some
